HOW  TO USE THIS MEMO TEMPLATE 

The Levels of Teaching Innovation (LoTI) survey was recently launched to Indiana schools (Listen to recorded 
webinar).  Schools interested in assessing current levels of teaching innovation at the classroom level are 
encouraged to participate.  Schools with high levels of participation will be invited to send principals to a free 
seminar on June 15th at the Central Indiana Education Service Center in Indianapolis focused on interpreting 
the data and planning for targeted professional development. 

To take the survey, teachers and administrators should:

2. Click on the red button “REGISTER FREE” 

3. Enter Group ID:  indiana   (Don’t capitalize it.) 

4. Enter Group Password:  indiana     (Don’t capitalize it.) 

5. Create your username and password and proceed by filling out the required information being sure 
to select your school corporation and school. 

Survey progress to date 

As of 4/23/10, about 25% of schools corporations have begun the survey process. More than 750 surveys 
have been completed so far.
